Cabinet Shuffle. 


Prime Minister Trudeau’s cabinet shuffle 
is another indication that the nation !s on the 
glide-path to another election. Justice Minis- 
ter John Turner's switch to Finance Minister 


: has raised eyebrows, for Mr. Turner is known 


as the cabinet’s “Mr. Clean” and this new job 
will catapult him swiftly into a much hotter 
seat than he has known thus far. ° 
“Energy, Mines and Resources Minister J. 
J. Greene meanwhile has stepped down due to 
filness. Recently he had been talking of stay- 
ing on; he still had something to offer the 
country, he said, but it is clear he must have 
had second thoughts. Mr. Greene was one of 
the most able men in the cabinet, and one of 
its most forceful spokesmen. But a man must 
be in top health to cope with the pressures and 
demands of politics, and Mr. Greene is still un- 
der treatment for the aftermath of a stroke he 
suffered while in Japan last -September. 4 
The government naturally is hoping the 
cabinet changes — moving Finance Minster 
Benson for example to Defence — will take 
some of the heat off controversial past decis- 
fons. Still a pre-election climate prevails, as 
the weekend Conservative party strategy meet- 
ing in Belleville indicated. The Opposition has 
helped create that climate by laying the blame’ 
for the country’s ills at the feet of the govern- 
ment. However, it is not enough just to accuse 
the Trudeau government of arrogance, incom- 
petence, lack of compassion, that sort of thing 
— and we hear it often enough from the lips 
of Mr. Stanfield and Mr. Lewis — we need to 
know also just what are the cures — if any — 
for unemployment, inflation and all the rest 
of it. veos

Ireland’s Woes 


Whatever the precise reasons for troops 
opening fire in the wake of the Catholic dem- 
onstration in Londonderry, the death of a doz- 
en people and wounding of as many more can- 
not help but exacerbate an already grave situ- 
ation in Northern Ireland generally. 


It would have been more politic if the 
mililsry, even when they came under attack 
from stone-throwing youths, had stayed in the 
background, and avoided a direct confronta- 
tion with the mob. After all, what’s another 
parade in Ulster? - 


‘However, it is too late now. The damage 
has been done. As it is, the full details are not 
known; certainly there were the stone-throw- 
ing youths, but yet to be proven one way or 
another is whether the troops came under fire 
as they claim. Even at that, most of the dead 
civilians would appear not to have been in the 


_ category of armed snipers. 


But then this Londonderry eruption must 
be seen against the background of other ter- 
rible events in Northern Ireland since the civil 


‘ rights movement came into belng in 1969, to 


be followed by the re-establishment of the 
Irish Republican Army terrorist campaign. 
Some 200 civilians and businessmen, not to. 
mention police and military have been indls- 
criminately murdered by .terrorists. Business 
‘houses and private homes have been bombed 
and scores killed*and injured as a result. Be- 
*hind it all is the objective of unifying Ireland 
— but remember too that ultimately the aim ts 
a leftist. all-Ireland socialist republic compar- 
able ssy with Cuba.

University the Year-Round MP Suggests

OTTAWA — Should our uni- 
versities and other seats of 
higher learning be operated on 
a 12-month basis? 

One member of Parilament 


who firmly believes they should ~ 


is a highly respected MP—Dr. 
P. B. Rynard of Orillia, Ont. In 
fact, so firmly does Dr. Rynard 
believe this, that he has been 
carrying on a one-man cam- 
paign in Parliament for mapy 
months. 


As the Progressrve Conserva- 
tive party's critic on health 
matters, he is a constant guts- 
tioner of Health Minister John 
Munro, And many of his ques- 
tions deal with the shortag> of 
doctors in Canada and the need 
to build new medical schvols 
and to operate them on a year- 
round basis. 

Dr. Rynard's persistence 
seems to be paying off. Or, at 
least, it seems to be gevting 
under Mr. Munro's skin. His lat- 
est question to the health minis- 


ter elicited a fairly lengchy 
reply which ended up win Mr. 
Munro suggesting, rather tes- 
tily: “If there is anything more 
the honorable member would 
like to do he can take it up with 
his own. political sympathizers 
who are in power in the prov- 
ince of Ontario.” 

Dr. Rynard bases his stand 
chitfly on what he regarca 2s a 
critical shortage of melical 
manpower in Canada. One sta 
tistic he mentions is thet there 
is one doctor for every 800 pro- 
ple in Canada and his ratio is 
slipping. Canada. as one of the 
most enlightened. Wester. na- 
tions, ranks only 2h in the 
world in doctor-population ratio. 

What compounds the diffi 
culty, he believes, is that such 
figures do not give any consid: 
eration to the fact that only baif 
of the doctors in practic? are 
general practitioncrs, And 
many cf those who show up as @ 
statistical unit, are not practis- 
ing medicine at all, but are in 
administrative posts in hosps- 
tals, in government service, and 
elsewhere. . y .

Everything is being done to 
make the German woman more 
attractive. After the ‘Fraulein- 
wunder" there is now the ‘Frau- 
enwunder,’ The female form is 
coming ever closer to what is 
considered the ideal female fig- 
ure. It is true that not every wo- 
man can achieve the so called 
best proportions of 90-60-90 (cen- 
‘timetres) when she is 1.71 met- 
res tall. But these days she is 
more likely to “approach these 
measurements*than she did for- 
merly. * 

The reason {s that German, 
women have become slimmer.

But he pointed out that to 
impose a total screening pro- 
cess in Canada might not be 
necessary. Such a 
greatly slows down the handl- 
ing of passengers and baggage 
at airports. With Canada having 
had only three hijackings or at- 
tempted hijackings since air 
piracy started. a eccision has 
to be made on ‘whether to im- 
pose regulations for all airports, 
even those in the north and rte 
moter areas of Canada, or to 
confine the security measures 
to the large international ai r- 
ports. 

“The department's right to 
search passengers and baggage 
dots not now exist in law and 
we may have to bring in refue 
lations to this effect, although 
the tickets issued by the catri- 
ers do provide for the right to 
search.”

Book Helps Banish 
“Old Wives’ Tales 


ST. CATHARINES, Ont. (CP) 
— Old wives" tales finally made 
Ken Walker so mad, he wrote a 
bock to help banish them. 

The Niagara Falls gyne-clo 
gist says he was constai/y 
foiled in his attempts to treat 
some of his patients becaus: 
they preferred to listen tn their 
old friends’ advice rather than 
his. 

‘So [tl putting things 
down in Black and white might 
impress them more.” 

Under the pseudonym W Gif- 
ford-Jones. MD. Dr. Walker 
wrote On Being A Woman. In it 
he talks about women’s bodily 
makeup and functions, their ori- 
gins, means of propagation. 

Dr. Walker says the book hss 
made him a maverick amorg 
doctors because he has laid 
il blame upon his own kind for 
much of women's ignorance. 

He says there are two man 
areas of misinformation that 
cause women problems and Dr. 
Walker much frustration, 
“Hysterectomy is one. 
Ninety-nine per cent of women 
Teel they're going to zim a 
beard or go insane or ‘os: cll 
their sexual desire. 

“And this just isn't so.” 
Menopause is another 1rca of 
misinformation, he says, and 
there are three mistakes women 
make at menopause. 

“The first is in not taking an 
estrogen pill. The second is in 
taking it for only a short fime. 
The third mistake is in! thinking 
you can ¢ only take estrogen by 
injection.”

He says natural estrog-n can 
benefit the menopausal women 
in several ways. 

“Menopause is perhaps the 
most important age for women 
and the doctor must tell his pa- 
tient all about it.’* 


He points out the average age “i 
of death for a woman in 1900 
was 48, Now it is 73 or 74, which 
means she has almost a whole 
new life with which to deal a 
he feels she needs help to make 
the most of the extra years. 


Dr. Walker has four children 
but is a crusader against over- 
population. He says he became 
acutely aware of its problems 
during the last few years, partly 
as a result of his work on the 
book. He says he will supply his 
daughter with birth control pills 
when she is old enough to be in- 
terested in boys. 

“Juvenile delinquency, crime, 
drug addiction and pollution all - 
relate to over-population. It's 
over-population that is the 
major disease of our time. no 
cancer. + 


“We must promote birth con- 
trol and therapeutic abortion 
and put an end to this disas- 
trous population growth.”

In a recent interview in Toronto, the Belle- 
ville physician (he has given up full-time med- 
ical practice for politics) said: “We have got to 
find more efficient and economical ways of 
caring ‘or hospital patients,” noting that one 
method might be to centralize hospitals. to 
avoid duplication of services.

And in 
Sault Ste. Marie, for example, there are two 
hospitals 100 yards apart which for the most 
part provide duplicate services. 

The potential then for improvement of 
hospital and health services generally is enor- 
mous. In contemplating centralization there 
may be the same danger as that which stems 
from regional government and centralization 
of school services: a loss. for example of local 
autonomy, sometimes too the closing down of 
this or that facility and longer distances to 
travel by people thus deprived of local services.

Mr. Broadbent was address-

is Centre in Belleville'Tuesday 
night. He termed the Liberal 
government's economic poli- 
cies over the past four years 
a “colossal failure”, while de- 
livering a 40-minute speech to 
50 local NDP supporters. 

Mr. Broadbent said the NDP, 
if runner-up, would grant the 
party forming the government 
“conditional acceptance” and 
then *‘stick by it’. “‘We don't 
care which party we oppose.

Prime Minister Trudeau took a com- 
mendable step recently in trying to ensure 
that Nigeria, Tanzania and Zambia remain 
in the Commonwealth despite the proposed 
settlement over Rhodesia. 

Canada, like the three countries men- 
tioned, favors majority rule for Rhodesia, 
but the agreement reached by Britain and 
Rhodesia provides for majority rule only in 
the indefinite future., Meanwhile, a British 
commission is studying the attitudes of 
Rhodesians to the agreement. 

Mr. Trudeau manifested his concern 
about a possible breakaway by the other 
neighboring African states by sending his 
special assistant, Ivan; Head, to the three 
capitals. 

This was the kind of behind-the-scenes 
diplomacy which we hear little about and, 
yet should not go unnoticed. Nor could it 
be construed as interfering in the affairs 
of those nations, but rather as a fence-pre- 
serving mission aimed at holding the Com- 
monwealth together. It is not often Mr. Tru- 
deau gets any credit on that particular 
score, but this is one occasion where he mer- 
its it.

Unemployment Insurance Delays

A single individual named in a 
report in The Globe and Mail on 
delays in processing unemploy- 
ment insurance claims has now 
been paid the amount due him. 
That is good. Still, it only em- 
phasizes the general question 
raised by the article: how many 
hundreds, or possibly thousands 
of other people who have made 
their required contributions over 
the years are now being bureau- 
cratically denied the benefits to 
which they are entitled? 

Agostinho Mota, a laborer in 
landscaping and gardening, was 
laid off November 20, Up to Feb- 
ruary 9 he had been trying to 
untangle red tape at the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Commission 
in order to get his rights. Appli- 
cations were lost, names were 
confused, computers {failed to 
function, the money was not 
forthcoming. But on the day 


The Globe and Mail accuunt ap 
peared, Mr. Mota had his moncy 
—$740 in accumulated benefits 
—withjn hours. 

Mr. Mota was a more or less 
rancem choice of individual to 
have his case Cetailed as an ex 
ample to what is happening in 
the UIC. Perhaps we should vp 
en a column in this newspaper 
simply to list all the names of 
people in similar difficulties. 
But the real point surely is, 
the UIC was so swiftly able 19 
sort cut Mr. Mota’s difficulties 
in the face of unfavorable publi 
city, why are so many other 
people still left entagled in ond 
tape? 

The question is of a good dezl 
more than academic interest to 
the general tax-paying public, 
Delays in unemployment insur- 
ance benefits simply ‘force peo- 
ple to turn to welfare agencies 
for money to supply their needs,

It's Smazing the pain people 
have to endure to tell me the 
facts. The truth is surely that 
for everything that can be ac- :

where he is wrong. times as 
much can be acconiplished by 
showing him where, he’s righ 
The reason we don’t do it so oft- 
en is that it is much more fun to 
throw a rock through a window 
than to put in a pane of glass.

Under cover of night. 
more than 300 French and 
Indians from Canada sur- 
prised the garrison of Deer- 
ficld, Mass., 268 years 329 
today—in 1704. Forty-seven 
people were killed. the town 
was burned and 120. pcopic 
were taken prisoner.
